Film Criticism | 


To The Editor, China Mail. 

Sir,—1 read Mr ' Anthony 
Fuller's review on “Sayonara” 
with much interest, and 1 hope 
he may be interested In my 
amateurish (and I dane say 
unasked for) opinion on this 
picture, The longhair boys and 
gitls of the London press gave 
this film no rather severe beat- 
ing, and 1 think it didn’t deserve 
that, The film has many short- 
comings, but they are not fatal 
ones, nnd I must object to Mr 
Fuller's cri{fcism of Its “aver- 
emotional’ plot. —§ Remember, 
Mr Fuller, that “Sayonata" 35 
essentially a love story, and its 
characters naturally take their 
Jove problems very seriously. 
Emotional pecple as they may 
well be, their emollons are 
honest ond real ones, And it 
is essentinlly o love story, its 
focus wisely remains on the per- 
sonal drama, It Js first and al- 
ways a love story, and the other 
Issues (besides the love 
problems) are not “posed,” but 
merely touched upon, fn its 
developments, Yet, because of 
its simple-minded and unassum- 
ing approach, they are tackled 
more honestly and {ar less pre- 
tentiously than by many another 
more yehement " but less 
vehement effort, - 


Regrettcbly, Mr Fuller, like 
mony other critics, was. Im~- 
pressed by the tragedy of the 
secondary couple. I have to say 
that It was a misplaced partlality, 
based on cmotlonal reaction 
rather than one objective judg- 
ment, Remember, Mr Fuller, 
that “Sayonara,” despite its 
romantic theme, is a jet-age 
story, and its characters must 
have -a contemporary outlook. 
That's particularly so in Kelly's 
case, as he is never portrayed 
as a romantic; he is, in fact, 
something of a fighter and 
"nothing scares him.” ‘Was it 
likely that he, even under the 
influence of the puppet-show, 
Ave tip hip fe" (not to mention 
that of the one he loved) with- 
out making a real struggle?, He 
con, at least, flee with his wifd, 
at any rate, Far from being the 

nly whiff of real tragedy! Jn 
the story, it strikes me as Its onc 
uncasy, “over-emotional” note. 
Red Buttons’ performance iy, 
to me, rather disappointing too. 
Allernating between off-handed 


jauntiness and bristling carnest~ 


ness,---Mr ~Buttons . makes --his 
points with the stern oir of 
scoulmaster, ond just fnlls to 
convey the recklessness or des- 
peration that would drive him 
fo self-destruction, In {tself 
their double suicide seems morbid 
and unllkely; only when it 
serves. os the stimulus for the 
more courageous step Gruver 
takes does {t become digestible, 

One critle commented sneer- 
ingly. that it raised “Important 
questions” but provided .“poor 
answers." What. the critic didn't 
realise was it's beyond Gruver’s 
mentality and temperament to 
givo more constructive, or more 
ptofund, answers, Gruver js 
neither _a social thinker nor on 
altrulstic fdealist, but the answers 
he gives are honest and sound 
ones, His reply: “The ‘irst 
obligation is to love each other” 
isn't ony intellectual  theorls- 
ing, but a simple assertion of 
‘plain truth” ~What- he-actually:
